court was held in a building in the 
I western part o f town w’hiqh was used 
as a school house. 
I w as deputy 
clerk under Poole, but did not have 
very much to do.

I did not w ant the office and hustled 
like everything to elect my successor, 
P. D. Saner. 
I also served several 
terms as assessor and collector, and 
am now serving as justice o f the 
peace for Bandera precinct. 


“ In the fall o f 1869 I becam e as­ 
sociated with Jam es Booker D aven­ 
port in the mercantile business in the 
house now occupied as a dw elling by 
heriff Henry Stephens. 
Later Mr 
Charles Sscm idtke, Sr., cam e into the 
rm, and it becam e known as D aven­ 
port, Schm idtke and Hay. 
Our busi­ 
ness thrived, but later Mr. Davenport 
retired and Schmidtke and Hay con­ 
ducted the business until 1874, when 
IL H. Carmichael bought an in terest 
in the firm and We erected the stone 
building now used as a warehouse by 
the Bandera County Ranchmen and 
Farmers Association. 
Mr. Schmidtke 
retired from the firm and Carmichael 
and Hay continued until 1903, when 
we met with reverses, and alm ost in a
